EUROPE. 

London, June 14. — The trial of Dr. 
Gallagher, Bernard Gallagher, White- 
head, C'urliu, Wilson and Anesburg 
was continued this morning. The 
Court stated that it considered the 
evidence against Bernard Gallagher 
and Anesburg sufficient to be submii 
ted to the jury. Justice Grove con 
eurred in the decision, but without ex 
pressing. un opinion as to the ultimate 
result. lie thought there were grave 
doubts ns to the sufficiency of the ev 
idence against Anesburg. Clark, of 
counsel for the defense, challenged the 
Crown to point to a single syllable of 
evidence given at the trial, outside 
that of the informer, Lvnch, which 
showed that the intention of the pri.s- 
was to assault the authority of the 
Crown or overawe Parliament. He 
declared that Bernard Gallagher's 
statement contained no evidence a- 
gninst|an_\ body except himself. White- 
head expressed a desire to address the 
jury His counsel therefore 

retreated. Mr. Mathinson, on behalf 
of Bernard Gallagher, argued there 
was no ease against his client, ns he 
acted while under the influence of li- j 
quor. There was nothing suspicious 1 
in an elder brother, who was better oil' 1 
'.bun, a younger one, sending money to 
the latter. He confidently asked for' 
discharge of the prisoner. Mr. Math- j 
inson admitted' that Bernard had a 
general knowledge of the hostile de- j 
signs of the dynamiters, but said it 
must be remembered he was a resid I 
entof Brooklyn, and could not be judg- I 
ed by the same standard as an Eng- 
lishinan. It was a matter of common 
knowledge that a place existed in Am- 
erica for the manufacture of dynamite 
For use against England, almost with | 
the connivance of the American Gov- 
ernment. Clark and Rowland pro- 
tested against such language, and de- 
clared there was no proof that such 
was the case. Justice Brett declared 
that counsel had no right to make such j 
remarks. He said there was no proof 
of the existence in America of plots, 
or connivance thereat. On the part of 
the government of that country, Jus 
tice Coleridge also rebuked Mathinson. 
He said: "I think it only due to our 
friendly relations with the great gov- 
ernnient, that you unreservedly with 
draw your statement." Mathinson 
said he would gladly accede to the nil j 
ing of the Court. The case for the de 
ftm.se closed, and Faverhershel, Solic- 
itor General, replied to one part of the j 
prosecution. Upon the conclusion of j 
bis remarks, Justice Coleridge began 
his charge to the jury. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty against Dr. 
Gallagher, Wilson, Whitehead and 
Curtin, and a verdict of not guilty in 
rase of Anesburg and Bernard Gallag- 
her. The four men found guilty were 
sentenced to life-long penal servitude.

.London, June 13. — Hon. John 
Bright delivered an address at Bingley 
Hall Birmingham, before an audience 
of 20,000 persons? More than 100 ad- 
ressed congratulations from various 
liberal associations were presented to 
him. ■- Great enthusiasm prevailed. 
Mr, Bright reviewed the events of the 
last fifty years and laid stress upon 
the enormous advantages conferred on 
the country by the repeal of the corn 
laws. Referring to America he said, 
"Permit me to address a word to the 
artisan classes of the United States. 
I am no enemy of the United States. 
I fought her battle in this country. 
[Cheers. ] I sympathize with her as 
much now as then. Almost, as much 
as if I had been ' born on her soil. I 
believe the question in the United 
States between protection and simply 
a revenue tariff is Hearing its solution. 
The opinion is growing that irresistible 
economic facts are offering themselves 
lor the consideration of every states- 
man and every intelligent man in the 
"reat. republic. An extraordinary con 
dition of things exists there. Nocoun- 
Iry of any age ever experienced or 
dreamed of an actual surplus revenue 
of thirty millions sterling. This fact 
is fatal to a high protection party. 
. Tho government does not know well 
what to do I with it." After an elo- 
quent allusion to the war which abol- 
ished slavery, he said, "I believe the 
next election for President will be 
fought oil free trade lines. Tbg great 
people of ,i he United States will.de 
dare it to be the inalienable right of 
every American citizen to spend his 
money in the world's cheapest mar- 
kets."

OUR^mSTU^uTsHED' V ISITORS. 

The numerous and distinguished party 
which arrived by the North L'ucific yes- 
terday morning consistingofVice President 
Kdmunda, and a number <>f other gentle- 
men (not forgetting the ladies) of wealth 
and influence, were especially welcome to 
Victoria, and could hardly have chosen a 
more opportune time for their visit. The 
day was remarkably tine showing the 
picturesque surroundings of the harbor 
and city to great advantage, and the effect 
was greatly enhanced by the gaily decor- 
ated vessels and steamers and the bunt- 
ing which was displayed in every portion 
of tho city in honor of their arrival. The 
city, moreover, put on its liveliest busi- 
ness aspect, the wharves were crowded 
with shipping and steamers and loaded 
with freight, and the sidewalk opposite 
the Hudson Bay Co. 's wharf was com- 
pletely blocked with bales and packages, 
all tending to convey the impression that 
Victoria was the active business centre nf 
tho province, although usually carrying 
its honors in a less ostentatious manner. 
The visit was, therefore, mutually bone- 
ticial; the visitors received a lively and 
agreeable impression of the city, and 
Victorians had an opportunity of showing 
that their city was not an exception a3 
regards evidences of progress. Nor were 
such signs confined to the harbor front; 
in various streets were to be seen sub- 
stantial brick buildings of recent erection, 
and others in course of completion. Then 
thero wore sites in procoss of being cleared 
for other similar erections and old frame 
buildings on the move to take their place 
in the roar ranks. The visitors in their 
drives round tho city and down tu Esqui- 
mau would also have an opportunity of 
making themselves acquainted with our 
picturesque Bcenery and cosy and taste- 
ful suburban residences. Such Hying 
visits from our neighbors, brief though 
they be, must be regarded as interesting 
events calculated to remove erroneous 
impressions and promote mutual inter- 
national good fooling. So much for Vic- 
toria, but the party, among whom there 
are doubtless a number of shrewd busi- 
ness men, should they prolong their tour 
through the province will see other grow- 
ing cities, and be able to judge for them- 
safvos of the numerous though at present 
only partly developed resources; the ex- 
tent of the agricultural lands, tisherius and 
mines, and the facilities of communication 
which the inland navigation presents. 
There is still another point of view from 
which such visits may be regarded as 
beneficial, namely, in inaugurating that 
stream of travel which we have confidently 
predicted for Victoria and the province 
generally, as possessing all the elements 
necessary to attract it. Tho more a local- 
ity is talked about the more it is visited, 
lor travellers as a body follow one an- 
othor very much like a flock of sheep, 
until at last it becomes absolutely un- 
fashionable not to have visited a place 
isYrooaw.'nhK. .resectable people have 
not far distant, when it will be considered 
the correct thing for Sound travellers to 
visit Victoria, and it may be, if a sufli- 
oiently influential and adventurous ex- 
ample is set, to penetrate even into the 
interior of the province, and interview tho 
aborigines in the "forest primeval." In 
conclusion, therefore, we wish our visi- 
tors bon voyage, and shall at all times be 
glad to see them and as many other new 
faces as tho attractions of our city and 
province may induce to come and view for 
■ themselves. 



Gross Mail Noffii&onco. 

To the Editor:— How is it that papers 
and letters for the interior mailed at Vic- 
toeia on the Friday after 8 a.m. and on 
Saturday morning before 10 a.m., are not 
forwardod by the Saturday's .steamer, but 
kept in Victoria until the following Fri- 
day? I have enquired at several post 
offices and find that no letter bills leave 
the Victoria oflice dated later than the 
Thursday evening; i.e., to points above 
Spence's Bridge, to which place the mail 
is carried twice a week. Say that an 
order for goods to bo shipped by express 
reaches Victoria on Friday afternoon, the 
goodB are shipped on Saturday morning, 
but tho invoice, if sent by mail, will 
roach its destination just one week later 
than the goods. Is there not gross negli- 
gence somewhere when it takes a week 
longer for a letter to be carried by Her 
Majesty's mail than a box weighing 100 
pounds by tho express company I And 
this happens evorv week. 

Wo fool, Mr. Editor, that we are greatly 
indebted to you for through boats being 
placed on the line between Victoria and 
Vale, but it is of very little advantage to 
us if we aro not to get later dates of let- 
ters and papers, and we now ask that you 
will assist us in endeavoring to wake up 
our sleepy Post Oflice authorities.

South America. 

Buenos Ayhk.h, June 13.— An explo- 
sion on a tug killed eight and seriously 
wounded nine others. Four victims were 
horribly mutilated. One was smashed to 
pioces against a house. 

Panama, June 14. — An earthquake oc- 
curred in Ecudor on tho 19th of May. 
There was great alarm and quite a num- 
ber of people camped in the streets, fear- 
ing cataclysm. In Katecanga the shock 
was very severe, overthrowing several 
houses. Those remaining threatened to 
fall. Villages in the vicinity are almost 
destroyed. 

Lima, June 15.— The following partic- 
ulars relative to peace, published here, 
are taken from the letters stolen fiom a 
special courier on route to (ion. Iglesias. 
Chili will not forfeit its decrees about 
guano and saltpetre issued February !)tli 
and March 12th, 1882, that tho not profits 
of 100,000 tons, deducting expenses, shaii 
be equally divided between: Chilian and 
Peruvian bondholders, these profits only 
to come out of islands now workod, as 
future mineb found in tho annexed terri - 
tories bolong exclusively to Chili, who 
can dispose of such newly-discovered 
mines at will. Chili does not hold her- 
self responsible for any indebtedness of 
Peru. Chili holds the sovereignty of Lo 
bos islands until a sufficient guarantee to 
fulfil tho sale of 100,000 tons, when tho 
treaty is ratified. Chili turns over to 
Peru 50 per cent, net proceeds from Lo- 
bos islands. Lastly, that the commer- 
cial relations and indemnity to Chilean 
citizens shall be discussed afterward.

Chicac*, Juna 13. — Injustice Wood- 
man's court to-day a bailiff named Mur- 
phy became vory noisy and refusing to 
listen to' the admonitions of the magis- 
trate, tho latter bounced from the judg- 
ment seat and administered a severe 
pummelmg to the constable in the high- 
est stylo of the puglistic art and then 
calmly resumed the dispensation of jus- 
tice. 

PnTsnuitu, June 13. — James Nutt, 
son of State Treasurer Nutt, deceased, 
shot and killed Dukes, his father's murd- 
erer, this evening at half-past 7 o'clock. 
He shot four times, all the balls taking 
effect. ■ Dukes died instantly. Dukes had 
been frequently warned of his danger ill 
remaining in Uniontown, and he said 
lately he would either stay there or in 
the cemetory. It is said that ho had ex- 
pressed fear of the son of Capt. Nutt, and 
was never on tho street after night. To- 
day James Nutt was soen practicing with 
a revolver at his house, and this evening 
about half-past 7 o'clock, ho was standing 
at the post oflice when Duke came along. 
As Duke was passing ho turned his head 
and noticed young Nutt. Just as he 
stepped from tho doorway Nutt tired, tho 
shot taking effect in his side. Dukes start - 
ed to run when Nutt followed and shot 
again. By this time Dukes was on the 
post oflice stops, when he received anoth 
er shot and fell inside the dour. Nutt 
followed and tired two more shots into 
Dukes' prostrate body, one taking effect 
in the nock. Dukos was dead before any- 
one could get to him. Tho revolver that 
did tho work is tho same that Capt. Nutt 
carried on the morning of his death 
Young Nutt gave himself up and is now 
in jail. Ho was calm, but pale as a sheet. 
Five shots wore tired, four taking effect. 
The coroner's jury is now sitting, ami ex- 
citement running high. 

At 8 o'clock in the evening everything 
was quiet. Young N utt is not quite '-'0 
years of age and him always been consid- 
ered quiet and inoffensive. The murder 
which led to the tragedy of to night is 
still fresh in the minds of all. Dukos, 
who was engaged to Miss Lizzie Mutt, 
had written infamous letters to her, quest- 
ioning her chastity, and Capt. Nutt, upon 
invitation of Dukes, had gone to the lat 
tor's room in his hotel on December '24th, 
to settle the affair, when Dukes shot him, 
The murder created intense excitement 
and Dukes was arrested, tried and acquit- 
ted. His release caused great indigna- 
tion, and throats on his life wore hoard 
on all sides, but no attempt was made to 
carry them out and it was generally be- 
lieved that he would bo allowed to remain 
at Uniontown unmolested. 

Uniontown, Pa. , Juno 14. — The shoot- 
ing of Dukes last evening, the slayer of 
Capt. A. C. Nutt, by the son of the lat- 
ter, was the all-absorbing topic to-day. 
The excitement has comparatively subsid- 
ed, however, and everyone is apparently 
breathing a sigh of relief, now that tho 
last chapter has been added to the trag- 
edy. Tho coroner's jury resumed their 
investigation. "Last night," policeman 
Pegg testified, "I was standing on Tre- 
mont corner, when I heard a shot fired." 
Witness turned around and saw Dukos 
leaving the corner of Pittsburg streot as 
tho first shot was tired. As he looked in 
the poat oflice door Nutt lired again. 

testified as ' Va"&Sfau§f$i b lfe £, ffl £K 
post oflice after the shots had boon fired 
Witness saw a man come around tho cor- 
ner and another one after him. Went to 
the. post office door and and saw Dukos 
lying on tho floor. The testimony of 
Lucius Martin was corroborative of the 
above. Aftor hearing sovoral more wit- 
nesses tho jury retired and in a few 
momonts returned with the following 
verdict: "We find that the said Nicholas 
S. Dukes came to his death from wounds 
fired from a revolver, in the hands of 
James Nutt, on the corner of Main and 
Pittsburg streets, in Uniontown, the 14th 
day of June, about the hour of 7:15 
o'clock, p.m." 

The Chronicle, Uniontown, Pa., says: 
A vile rumor became current here to-day 
through tho instrumentality of Dukes' 
friends, that Mrs. Nutt, tho widow of 
Capt. Nutt, had encouraged her son to 
attack and slay Dukes. It is stated on 
good authority that Dukes met young 
Nutt on the street and laughed in his face 
in a sneering manner, and thus himself 
[irecipitatod his death . 

Washington, Juno 13. — The jury in 
star route trials returned a verdict of 
"not guilty." Immediately the decorum 
of a court of justice was forgotten, and 
cheers resounded from all quarters of the 
crowded room. Mrs. S. VV. Doraey 
sprang to her foot clapping her hands, 
while tears streamed down her choeks, 
and ladies in the court room wore silent- 
ly weeping. Davidgo askod to have the 
verdict recorded, which was done, while 
tho deputy marshals wore vainly endea- 
voring to quell the tumult. S. W. Dor 
sey and Brady wore the recipients of 
warm congratulations, and as they left 
tho court room were greeted with renew- 
ed cheers by tho crowd from tho city hall, 
when order was somewhat restored by 
reason of defendants and their friends 
leaving the court room. 

Nkw York, June 15. — Reuben H 
Ploss, a capitalist, this afternoon, loft a 
satchel containing securities amounting 
to 887,000 on a Brooklyn ferry boat. Tho 
police subsequently captured Owen t,)uinn 
and James Cullon with the property in 
their possession. 

New York, Juno 14. —Dealers in arms 
and ammunition are reported as tilling 
for,China, and there is great rivalry for 
orders. Nearly every largo manufactory 
of arms has sent large quantities of arms 
to China already, and their agents aro at 
work with the authorities. A dealer said 
as the Chinese buy in different parts of 
the world there is no unifoimityof equip- 
ment in the Chinese army. It is thought 
each of the governors of the different 
states in our country should arm the mili- 
tary as he pleased. The next Pacific 
Mail steamer carries about a million cart- 
ridges, a part of which consignment ap- 
pears in tho custom house list of weekly 
exports, to be published to-morrow. It 
is also undorstood, on good authority, 
that the purchases include a largo quan- 
tity of rifles. Representatives of the 
French government hero have already 
transmitted this information by cable to 
Franco. 

Canada. 

Toronto, June 14. — An order was ob- 
tained in chambers to-day dismissing the 
action brought by Henry Allen, alias 
Lord Cantyre, against Mr. Richards, 
guardian of the heiress ho so badly dup- 
ed. Tho action was for falso arrest and 
was dismissed because Allen failed lo 
furniih security for costs. 

St. Johns, N. B. , June 14. — A boy 
named Beldon was killed and eaten by a 
bear in the woods at Annagany yester- 
day. 

Ottawa, June 15 —Part of tho founda-

ies Crossing; tho Border. 

Washington, June 1'2. —It lias been 
repeatedly claimed by the people on the 
Pacific coast that Chinese luboreni in 
British Columbia wore smuggled across 
the frontier, in violation of tho act of May 
6, 1882, excluding Chinese immigration 
from the United States, andnt. the request 
of representatives Rosecrana and Berry, 
of California, and Senator Jones, of Ne- 
vada, Secretary Folgor ordered a special 
agent to the frontier to inquire and re- 
port on the number, calling and location 
of those in British Columbia, and the 
possibility of thoir entering this country 
as charged. This report has just been 
received. It places tho number of Chin- 
ese in British Columbia at 10,000. They 
are chiefly employed in the construction 
of tho Canadian Pacific railway, at the 
fisheries, and mining— about tiOOO coolies 
being engaged in railroad work alone. 
The agents say it is possible, but not 
likely, that British Columbia Chinamen 
have taxed their ingenuity by landing by 
canoes or small sail boats. This could be 
effected on the sparsely settled islands, 
they getting to Pugot Sound or to Wash- 
ington Territory by crossing the straits of 
San Juan DoFuca; but any attempts, to 
be successful, would require tho co-oper- 
ation of white people, which is not likely 
to bo extended, unless a radical change 
takes place on tho Chinese question. 
POSSIBLE, HUT NOl' PROBABLE, 
A straggler seeking entrance by the 
islands would certainly be discovered bo- 
fore he could roach the United States, or 
if entrance were attempted by crossing the 
straits; a range of mountains, extending 
ilong the north coast of Washington Ter- 
ritory, would prove an effectual barrier. 
Facilities for land travel are confined to 
live trails, but those are all guarded by 
mounted custom officers, except that leud- 
ing from HoVt-Hipe, British Columbia, 
the Skagit mines Washington Ter- 
ritory. The whites thero aro hostile to 
Chinese and would probably notify the 
authorities.'' f Contractors engaged in rail- 
road work: assure, t he agent that their only 
losses' of Chinese' "laborers are by death, 
and there aro none by desertion. The 
agents admits that a few adventurous 
stragglers may evade tho custom officers, 
but say no organized effort to cross the 
frontier is apprehended, till the comple- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific, and tho men 
engaged thereon are compelled to seek 
work elsewhere.

THE GREAT UNKNOWN, 

Scientific Expedition to Queen Charl- 
otte Islands- 

James G. Swan, Esq., of Port Town 
send, \V.T.,for many years connected 
with the Smithsonian Institute of Wash- 
ington, D. C, leaves on the Otter to- 
morrow for Queen Charlotte Islands to 
make collections for the U.S. Fish Com- 
mission, the U. S. National Museum, 
and the Bureaus of Ethnology and Arch 
auology, all under the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, of which Prof. Spencer F. Baud is 
Secretary and Chief Executive Officer. 
Mr. Swain is instructed to make the full- 
est collections of all kinds, especially of 
objects connected with the fisheries and 
with hunting. To include models or ori- 
ginals of boats and canoes, weapons, 
hunting and fishing dresses, etc. He 
will examine mounds and ancient shell 
heaps for the object of archeological in- 
terests, and visit North Island and the 
region about Cloah Bay, whore, one hund- 
red yoars ago, Marchand, a French navi- 
gator, found evidences of great antiquity, 
and unmistakable indications of ancient 
Aztec and Toltec work in carved images 
and hieroglyphic paintings. Mr. Swan 
takes with him a complete camp outfit for 
a four months' cruise, with tanks, and 
material for preserving all new and rare 
specimons of fish and molluscs. He is 
directed to make the most exhostive mem- 
oranda as to the manufacture and appli- 
cation of all articles of Indian work he 
may gather, and on his return to prepare 
a memoir or memoirs on the various sub- 
jects of his investigations, to be published 
by the Smithsonian Institute. The 
steamer Otter, which has been detained 
the [iast wool; for a new shaft for the 
steamer Gertrude on the Stiokeen river, 
will stop at Alert Bay, Metlakatlah, Fort 
Simpson and Fort Wrangol before going 
to Massett, which will enable Mr. Swan 
to make arrangements with the traders 
at those places to procure specimens and 
send them to Victoria to the care of the 
Hudson Bay Company. This visit .of Mr. 
Swan to the North West Coast, although 
made at the expense of and for the United ! 
States, will bo of equal benefit to this 1 
province, by aiding in the development of 
the resources of British Columbia. 
Quite a number of our prominent citizens 
take a lively interest in the intended visit ! 
of Mr. Swan to Queen Charlotte Islands, 
and predict valuable results from his in- 
vestigations. We look forward with the 
anticipation that much benefit to tin- nro- 
ince and to science will arise from his ex- 
plorations, Mr. Swan will be accom- 
panied by Mr. James Deans, who has 
long been interested in scientific re 
searches.

ANOTHER GREAT BRIDGE . 

The Canada Southern's Structure ov- 
er Niagara. 

Work on the foundations of the Can- 
ada Southern Kailway's great bridge 
over the Niagara is steadily progress- 
ing.- The location is at a point about 
.'500 feet above the present Suspension 
Bridge, where the chasm is 856 feet 
from bluff to bluff, and the grade 2-lo 
feet from bluff to bluff. The Railway 
Company experienced much difficulty 
in selecting plans from those present- 
ed, but finally accepted those of the 
Central Bridge Works, of Buffalo. 
The contract requires that the bridge 
be completed by December 1, 18813, 
under the forfeiture of ••JTiOO per day 
for each day's delay after that date. 
The design selected is what is known 
as the canti-lever bridge, the principle 
of which is that of a trussed beam, sup- 
ported at or near its centre, with the 
arms extending on each side, and one 
end anchored or counter-weighted to 
provide for an equal loading. It is in 
practice au entirely new design, no 
bridge as yet having been completed 
upon this principle. The Firth of 
Fourth Bridge in Scotland, with a 
clear span of 1,000 feet, is being built 
upon this plan, and in this country the 
Frazer River Bridge, 315 feet clear 
span, on the Canadian Pacific, is now 
being constructed after the same plan. 

The bridge is a double-track steel 
bridge, being built to carry upon each 
'rack at the same time a freight train 
of tho heaviest kind, ext>»ding the en- 
tire length of the bridge, beaded by 
two "consolidation" engines and a side 
pressure of .'50 pounds per square foot, 
winch pressure is produced by wind 
having a velocity of 75 miles per hour. 
Under the above loads the structure 
is strained to only one-fifth of its ulti | 
mate strength. The total length of 1 
the bridge proper is 895 feet, divided j 
into two canti levers of 375 feet on the | 
Canadian and 395 on the American 
Mile, supported on steel towers rising 
from the water's edge. A fixed span 
of 1 Jo feet is suspended from and con- 
nects the river arms of canti-levera. 
The clear span across the river is 500 | 
feet, being the longest double track 
truss ever built, The excavations are 
carried down until solid rock is reach- 
ed, when blocks of "Biton Colguet," 
20 feet wide, 4fi feet long and 10 feet 
Lhiek will be put in. These form one 
single mass that will withstand a pres- 
sure almost equal to the best Quincy 
granite, and will so distribute the load 
of 1,600 tons that comes upon each 
pair of steel columns that it will pro- 
duce a pressure of but 25 pounds per 
M|iiare inch on the natural formation. 
Upon these Biton blocks, four in mini 
her, will be built, masonry of the most 
substantial character, curried up 50 
feet above the surface of the water. 
On thesp the steel towers rest, rising 
I3() feet nbove the masonry, and upon 
these will rest the steel superstructures. 
The material for this will be subjected 
to tin- most rigid inspection and tests 
from the ore until it enters the com- 
pleted structure. For erections at the 
bridge-site temporary scaffoldings, us- 
ing some 600,000 feet of timber, will 
be built from the bluff on either side 
out to the edge of the water, on a level 
with the top of the bluff. Upon these 
the shore arms of the canti levers will 
be erected, one end resting upon the 
steel towers and tlip otlior upon tne 
masonry on the bluff. The shorn ends 
will be firmlyjanehored to this masonry, 
so that it will take an uplifting force 
of -100 tons at each end to displace it. 
this constitutes the counter-weight 
to balance the unequal loading on the 
river arm referred to above; as this, 
under the most unfavorable conditions, 
can never equal L'OO tons, the provi- 
sion is ample. After Uie structure is 
completed from the shore to the towers 
conies '.he difficult portion of the work 
— to span the 500 feet across and 245 
feet above a roaring river, whose forces 
no earthly power can stay, and no tem- 
porary structure can survive a moment. 
Here the skill of the engineer comes 
in to batlle nature and laugh at her 
powers. 

The design of the canti-lever is such, 
after the shore arm is completed and 
anchored, as described above, the river 
arm may then be built out, one panel 
or section at a time, by means of great 
travelling derricks, and be self-sustain- 
ing 88 it progresses. After one panel 
of 25 feet is built and has its bracing 
adjusted, 10 travelling derricks are 
moved forward and another panel e 
rected. Thus the work progresses, sec- 
tion by section, until the ends of the 
canti lever are readied, when there 
still remains a gap of 125 feet to close. | 
Into this will be swung and suspended i 
from the canti-lever arms an ordinary j 
truss bridge, forming the connecting j 
link and completing the structure. 
Compensation for expansion and con- 
traction is provided for by an ingen- 
ious arrangement between the ends of 
the canti-lever and fixed span, allow- 
ing the ends to move freely as the tein 
perature changes, but at the same time 
preserving perfect rigidity against the 
side pressure from the wind. There 
will bo no guys for this purpose, as in 
the suspension bridge, but the struct- 
ure will bo completed within itself. 
Neither will there be any of that wave 
motion noticed on a suspension bridge 
as a train moves over it. When it is
